ARP (Address Resolution Protocol) request to the IP addresses and receiving an ARP 
response to the ARP request; a DNS message transceiver for sending a DNS query_ 
message to the at least one search IP address and receiving its response message; a 
DNS server detector for identifying a DNS response message from the response 
message and detecting an IP address of a source DNS server from the DNS response 
message; an ICMP message transceiver for sending an ICMP echo request message to 
the at least one search IP address and receiving its ICMP response message; and a 
router detector for detecting an IP address of a source router from the ICMP response 
message, wherein the ICMP response message is either an ICMP redirect request 
message or an ICMP time exceed message.
